Profit Sharing 


A wide breach between Capital and 
Labor exists throughout the indus- 
trial world in all nations, and des- 
pite all the sincere efforts being put 
forth by governments, employers and 
labor leaders the breach seems to be 
widening. During the war, in the 
face of a dire peril threatening all 
classes and all nations, Capital and 
Labor joined forces and by splendid 
co-operative, patriotic effort accom- 
plished great things and proved an 
essential factor in achieving victory. 
Now that victory over the common 
enemy has been won, and the mili- 
tary and naval struggle in Europe 
ended, there appears to be grave dan- 
ger that an industrial war will follow 
within the nations. 

Speaking generally, Capital realizes 
that social and -industrial conditions 
and relationships between employer 
and employee as they existed prior to 
the war cannot be continued. Wages 
cannot drop to their pre-war level; 
hours of labor will inevitably be 
shortened; working, housing and so- 
cial conditions in general must be 
bettered, Capital appreciates these 
facts and is prepared to meet them 
to a very large extent. Capital con- 
tends, however, that this social revo- 
lution cannot be successfully brought 
about in a week, or a month, or even 
a year. With all the goodwill in the 
world it will take time to work out 
this evolution if Capital is not to be 
ruthlessly destroyed and industrial 
activity reduced to a state of chaos. 

Labor, on the other hand, suspic- 
ious of Capital and fearful of the per- 
manent Joss of rights and privileges 
which the workers. ntaril sur- 
rendered during the wa%,is impatient 
at delay and demands immediate ac- 
tion. Most of the responsible leaders 
of organized labor recognize 
that Capital has a huge task ahead of 
it in re-transforming industry from a 
war to a peace basis; that the finan- 
cial world is unsettled; and that it is 
impossible for Capital to grant all 
Labor’s demands at once, But the 
great body of workers do not, or 
will not, see this, and the segrettable 
tendency is everywhere evident for 
the workers to break away from and 
disregard their own leaders, 

What is clearly needed is the crea- 


tion of a feeling of mutual confidence! 


between these two parties; the evo- 
lution of a plan which will satisfy 
both that neither is trying to take 
advantage of the other. It is urged 
in many quarters that this can be 
established by the inauguration of 
profit-sharing policies, Workers are 
now insistently demanding that they 
be given a larger share of the wealth 
produced by their labor, Capital and 
Labor are, in reality, partners in in- 
dustry. Neither one can get on with- 
out the other. But Labor holds, and 
with some justice, that in the past 
Capital has received the major por- 
tion of the profits resulting from the 
partnership. Their labor, they claim, 
is not merely a commodity to sell, 


but something which, like Capital, has 
a right to its fair share of the wealth 
resulting from the combined use of

Capital and Labor. Labor asks for a 
share of the profits of industry, 


Profit-sharing policies are now be- 
ing tried out in Great Britain, United 
States and Canada, A few days ago, 
on the occasion of the twenty-first 
anniversary of the business, the Rob- 
ert Simpson Co., of Toronto, an- 
nounced the inauguration of profit- 
sharing with its large army. of em- 


ployees. One of the large industrial 
concerns in the United States, em- 
ploying about 10,000 hands, has 


adopted a novel profit-sharing policy. 
The Company’s plan provides; “That 
after present capital and permanent 
labor have each been justly compen- 
sated, having due regard to the cost 
of each (the cost of capital and the 


cost of living) then the additional 
profits accruing from the joint em- 
Iployment of permanent capital and 


permanent labor shall be divided 
equally among them—fifty, fifty.” In- 
dividual and departmental efficiency 
is to be rewarded, and there is to be 
increasing reward for continuous ser- 
vice, but these rewards are to have 
no influence upon the periodical wage 
readjustments, 


Commenting on this scheme, a 
prominent and_ influential United 
States paper regards it as likely to 
provide a basis for the adjustment of 
the entire labor question, and says: 
“It is one of the complaints of Capi- 
tal that the demands of Labor organ- 
izations are often unjust, and are in- 
stigated, for the most part, by labor 
leaders whose occupations depend 
upon things being upset in the indus- 
trial world. At the same time it is 
known that there are frequent cases 
in which strikes occur in direct op- 
position to the advice of labor lead- 
jers, Whatever merit the argument 
may have, it is obvious that if Labor 
were satisficd with conditions 
amount Of agitation, on the part of 
anyone, would be likely to bring 
about strikes, If, for example, the

their personal interest that the con- 
cern by which they were 
should turn out the largest amount of 
products, and the best made © goods 
that could be produced, they would 
probably give little heed to_the plea 
for a shorter working day. It is gen- 
erally agreed that strikes are tre- 
mendously costly. If afforded an op- 
portunity to participate in the pros- 
perity of their employers, it- seems 
altogether likely that employees 
would see the justice in taking also 
their share of possible losses. The 
elimination of suspicion. and selfish- 
ness would go a long distange  to- 
| mee bringing about a bett& tinder- 
standing between Capital and Labor, 
and a step toward that end seems to 
be the first one to take,”

Manitoba's Surplus 
In presenting his annual budget be- 
fore the provincial legislature at Win- 
nipeg, the Hon, Edward Brown claim- 
ed that the province had a revenue 
surplus of $322,876 on hand in cash. 
Manitobans possess $44,000,000 in 
Victory bonds, which means that ev- 
ery man, woman and child in the pro- 
vince has produced for the nation 
$140, The amount subscribed, added 
to patriotic contributions, totalled

Assassination Was 
Detiberate Plot 


Vienna Court Wished to Get Rid of 
Archduke Ferdinand 


Berne. — Charges that the assas- 
sination of Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand and his wife, the Duchess of 
Hohenberg at Sarajevo on June 28, 
1914, was the result of a deliberate 
plot by the late Count Tisza, former 
Hungarian premier, are made in a 
pamphlet written by a priest who was 
the spiritual adviser of the Duchess 
of Hohenberg, according to a Vienna 
dispatch to the Frankfort Gazette, 
The pamphlet entitled “The Sarajevo 
Murder and Count Tisza’s responsi- 
bility for the World War,” is said to 
have made a profound impression in 
Austria. 

It is declared that Francis Ferdi- 
nand repeatedly refused to go to Sar- 
ajevo and it was only an appeal to 
his courage that induced him to make 
the trip, 

“The. most-clementary precautions 
were omitted,” it is stated by the 
priest. “He was simply led into a trap 
Prepared by the court at Vienna and 
by the Hungarian aristocracy, head- 
ed by Count Tisza.” 

The gencral idea of the pamphlet 
is that Magyar magnates with the 
consent of the Vienna court wished 
to get rid of the archduke, who was 
extremely disliked, and obtain ven- 
geance for the murder at the ex- 
pense of the Jugo-Slavs, who would 
be made helpless. It is pointed out 
that no “proper” enquiry was ever 
made into the tragedy, and that no 
one was made responsible for the 
fact that precautionary measures wers 
not taken, 


North Pole Route 
Proved a Failure 


and Men Landed Near 
Starting Point 

Dawson, — Storker Storkerson, ex- 
plorer, and his few men who landed 
on an Arctic ice floe last year, exe 
pecting to float toward Siberia, have 
landed near the mouth of the Colville 
river, Alaska, not far from Baker's 
Land, where they started, according 
to word brought here by the Royal 
North West Mounted Police. 

The party established a camp in 
March, 1918, on an ice floe, thirty 
miles long, seven miles wide and 
from fifty to one hundred feet thick. 
On this they drifted one hundred 
miles west, seventy miles north, and 
fifty miles east, according to reports, 
They landed November 7, 1918, While 
on the floe they subsisted on polar 
bears and seals,
